OF 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


Introduction 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  for  the  year  1925 
it  is  possible  to  review  operations  for  a  full  period  of  twelve  months 
instead  of  seven  and  oiieLhalf  months  covered  by  the  report  for  the  year 
1924. 

As  anticipated  by  the  Board  it  has  been  found  possible  to  effect 
important  savings  in  Administrative  Costs  during  the  period  under 
review,  and  these  are  reflected  in  the  financial  statements  which  form 
part  of  this  report. 

The  various  phases  of  the  ramifications  of  the  Board  are  dealt 
with  under  their  respective  headings — the  appendices  which  formed 
part  of  the  report  for  1924  are  again  set  out  covering  transactions 
relative  to  the  business  for  the  year  1925. 

These  appendices  are  in  detail  with  the  exception  of  the  memoranda 
of  leases  where,  to  avoid  repetition,  only  the  changes  made  during  1925 
are  given  in  detail  as  full  particulars  regarding  the  other  leases  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Annual  Report  for  1924. 

The  provisions  of  Sections  53  to  79  of  the  Act,  which  provide 
for  the  taking  of  a  vote  on  the  question  of  Local  Option  have  been 
taken  full  advantage  of  in  certain  localities  with  the  result  that  out  of 
twelve  plebiscites  eight  voted  for  local  option  and  four  against. 

Agreeably  with  the  terms  of  the  Act  licenses  were  refused  where 
the  result  of  the  vote  was  in  favour  of  Local  Option. 

The  cost  of  these  polls  amounting  to  $1,889.34  has  been  liquidated 
by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  77  of  the 
Act. 

Government  Liquor  Stores 

A  careful  survey  of  the  Province  during  1925  confirmed  the  Board 
in  its  opinion  that,  with  the  possible  exception  of  two  additional  points, 
the  present  chain  of  stores  adequately  served  the  requirements  of  permit 
holders.  The  two  points  at  which  a  store  appeared  to  be  necessary 
were  Hanna  and  Mundare,  and  as  suitable  premises  were  available 
at  both  places  stores  were  opened  in  December. 

Government  Liquor  Stores  are  now  in  operation  at  twenty-seven 
points  throughout  the  Province,  and  no  additional  stores  will  be  opened 
until  such  time  as  conditions  warrant  an  extension  of  the  present 
system. 

Beers  and  Beer  Distribution 

During  the  year  the  Board  began  a  survey  of  the  Province  to 
determine  to  what  extent,  if  any,  it  was  advisable  to  change  the  system 
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of  distributing  beer.  A  list  of  the  brewery  warehouses  established 
throughout  the  Province  is  shown  in  Appendix  “D”  from  which  it  may 
bfe  noted  there  is  a  pronounced  overlapping  of  distribution  facilities. 
The  failure  of  the  brewers  to  consolidate  their  warehouses  in  the  rural 
centres  and  the  keen  competition  prevailing  have  a  tendency  to  increase 
the  difficulties  of  enforcement. 

The  entire  question  is  continuing  to  receive  the  closest  attention. 

At  frequent  intervals  during  the  year  samples  of  beer  were  taken 
from  the  various  breweries  and  warehouses  and  submitted  for  analysis. 
The  products  were  found  to  be  of  a  high  standard  of  quality  and  aver¬ 
aged  3.72%  alcohol  by  weight. 

Samples  were  also  taken  from  the  licensed  premises  of  several 
hotels  and  in  no  instance  was  the  quality  found  to  be  belotv  the  standard.

Purchases  of  Liquor 

As  intimated  in  the  first  Annual  Report,  stocks  of  liquor  on  hand 
have  been  materially  reduced  since  the  date  of  the  last  statement  and 
now  approximate,  more  nearly,  what  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  re¬ 
presents  normal  stock  for  the  business  in  order  to  ensure  a  frequent 
turnover  of  the  capital  invested. 

Purchases  have  been  made  in  limited  quantities  during  1925 
and  these  are  shown  in  detail  in  Appendix  “C.” 

The  Board  continues  to  confine  its  purchases  to  well  known  pro¬ 
prietary  brands.  A  few  of  these  are  not  commanding  a  ready  sale 
and  will  be  deleted  from  the  list  when  the  present  stock  is  exhausted. 

The  volume  of  turnover  is  not  sufficiently  large  in  this  Province 
to  warrant  installing  a  bottling  system,  and  generally  speaking  the 
public  prefer  to  purchase  those  brands  with  which  they  have  been 
familiar  for  a  number  of  years. 

Native  Wines 

Following  a  careful  survey  the  Board  adopted  the  system  of 
purchasing  certain  native  wines  in  bulk  and  disposing  of  them  at  a 
reasonable  price  in  stone  jars  of  one  and  two  gallon  capacity. 

The  resultant  sales  have  fully  justified  the  experiment  and  the 
Board  looks  for  a  steady  demand  for  the  domestic  product  in  conse¬ 
quence. 

Insurance — Exterior  Hold-Up 

In  order  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  loss  during  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  funds  from  the  various  stores  to  the  banks  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  cover  the  risk  by  insurance. 

A  satisfactory  policy  at  a  reasonable  premium  was  obtained  through 
the  General  Accident  Assurance  Company  of  Canada. 

Permits 

The  sale  of  permits  realized  $112,240.25,  but  as  the  proceeds  were 
remitted  direct  to  the  Provincial  Treasurer,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  141  of  the  Act,  the  amount  does  not  appear 
on  the  financial  statements  of  the  Board. 
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Appendix  “B”  to  this  report  shows  in  detail  the  number  of  each 
class  of  permit  issued. 

Special  permits  for  banquets  authorizing  the  serving  of  beer  and 
light  liquors  were  only  issued  after  the  Chief  Police  Officer  of  the 
District  in  which  the  banquet  was  to  be  held  had  endorsed  his  approval 
on  the  form  of  application. 

Permits  Cancelled 

Permits  to  the  number  of  208  were  cancelled  during  the  year, 
included  in  these  figures  were  119  held  by  interdicted  persons,  whose 
permits  were  automatically  cancelled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  101  of  the  Act. 

Interdiction 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-five  persons  were  interdicted 
during  the  year,  and  of  this  number  256  did  not  hold  permits. 

In  order  to  obtain  data  regarding  the  efficacy  of  interdiction 
the  Board  caused  enquiries  to  be  made  in  a  number  of  cases  selected 
at  random.  A  great  majority  of  the  cases  investigated  showed  that 
interdiction  had  been  effective  and  conditions  in  those  cases  had  shown 
i naterial  improvement . 

During  the  period  under  review  96  Orders  of  Interdiction  were 
revoked  by  the  Justices  who  made  the  original  orders. 

Brewers 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  an  addition  has  been  made  to 
the  number  of  brewers  operating  in  the  Province. 

The  North  West  Brewing  Company,  Limited,  of  Edmonton, 
commenced  operations  in  November,  1925,  having  first  complied  with 
all  the  requirements  of  the  Board. 

A  list  of  the  brewers,  together  with  the  warehouses  operated  by 
them,  is  shown  in  Appendix  “D”  to  this  report. 

Hotels 

Beer  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  32  and 
33  of  the  Act  have  been  issued  to  the  licensees  of  330  hotels. 

The  policy  of  insisting  that  the  sale  of  beer  must  be  subservient 
to  the  comfort  of  the  travelling  public  has  had  a  salutary  effect  and, 
on  the  whole,  the  standard  of  the  hotels  has  improved. 

In  some  instances  it  has  been  necessary,  during  the  year,  to  penalize 
licensees  who  failed  to  fully  realize  their  responsibilities  to  the  pubic, 
and  it  will  continue  to  be  the  Board’s  policy  to  deal  drastically  with  those 
who  jeopardize  the  interests  of  the  community  by  failing  to  adhere 
closely  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  Liquor  Act. 

Additional  applications  for  licenses  were  received  from  48  per¬ 
sons,  but  were  refused  for  various  reasons,  while  14  persons  who 
intimated  that  they  intended  to  make  applications  either  withdrew  or 
did  not  proceed  with  them. 

A  list  of  hotel  licensees,  together  with  those  whose  licenses  were 
cancelled  or  suspended  during  1925,  is  shown  in  Appendix  “D.” 
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Clubs 

Licenses  have  been  granted  to  50  clubs  to  enable  them  to  sell 
beer  to  bona  fide  members. 

The  Board  has  under  consideration  curtailing  the  hours  during 
which  clubs  may  sell  beer.  Certain  restrictions  are  also  being  planned 
regarding  visitors  being  allowed  to  consume  beer  on  licensed  club 
premises. 

The  amendment  passed  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature, 
making  it  obligatory  on  any  club  intending  to  apply  for  a  beer  license 
to  give  notice  of  its  intention  one  year  before  applying,  has  had  the 
desired  effect  of  curtailing  the  activities  of  mushroom  organizations 
and  has  relieved  the  Board  of  having  to  investigate  applications  where 
the  resuscitation  of  dormant  charters  has  been  undertaken  with  the 
apparent  intention  of  obtaining  beer-selling  privileges. 

Applications  received  from  10  clubs  during  the  period  under 
review  were  refused. 

A  list  of  clubs  licensed,  together  with  a  list  of  those  disciplined, 
is  given  in  Appendix  “D.” 

Canteen  Licenses 

Eighteen  canteen  licenses  were  issued  and  a  list  of  these 
is  given  in  Appendix  “D.” 

Inspection  of  Licensed  Premises 

The  premises  of  all  licensees  have  been  inspected  at  frequent 
intervals  in  addition  to  which  licensees  have  from  time  to  time  been 
notified  of  the  requirements  of  the  Board  by  circular  letter. 

In  dealing  with  applications  for  licenses  for  the  year  1926  the 
manner  in  which  the  premises  were  conducted  during  the  whole  of  the 
year  1925  was  taken  into  consideration  and  to  some  extent  the  decision 
of  the  Board  based  on  the  record  thus  established. 

Flavouring  Extracts,  Patent  Medicines  and  Alcoholic 

Preparations 

The  amendment  to  the  Act,  outlining  a  prohibited  area  in  the 
North  Country,  has  proved  to  be  very  effective  and  the  Board  is  advised 
by  Police  Officers  and  others  in  that  territory  that  conditions  show 
very  material  improvement. 

Arrangements  have  been  made,  under  a  permit  system,  to  allow 
the  sale  in  limited  quantities  of  necessary  pharmaceutical  preparations 
for  medicinal  purposes  and  as  far  as  the  Board  is  able  to  judge  from 
available  reports  no  undue  hardship  is  being  experienced  by  the  general 
public  in  that  territory. 

Prescriptions  by  Medical  Practitioners 

During  the  year  1925,  Government  Liquor  Stores  were  called  upon 
to  fill  1,755  prescriptions  issued  by  the  medical  profession. 

Confiscated  Liquor 

A  statement  showing  the  quantity  of  liquor  ordered  confiscated 
by  the  Courts  during  1925  is  shown  in  Appendix  “E”  to  this  report. 
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Settlement  amounting  to  $723.54  for  the  proportion  found  to  be 
genuine  has  been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General 
and  the  balance  of  the  liquor  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  sale  lias  been 
destroyed  under  authority  from  that  Department. 


Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Illicit  Liquor 

During  the  year  appreciable  progress  has  been  made  in  curtailing 
the  manufacture  of  “moonshine. ”  We  have  not  yet  been  successful, 
however,  in  having  any  of  our  Preventive  Officers  empowered  by  the 
Department  of  Customs  and  Excise  at  Ottawa  to  act  as  Inland  Revenue 
Officers.  Until  this  co-operation  is  established  our  efforts  are  going 
to  be  handicapped  to  some  extent. 


Law  Enforcement 


The  Board  has  continued  to  enjoy  the  splendid  co-operation  of 
the  Alberta  Provincial  Police  and  also  of  all  City  and  Municipal  Police 
forces  throughout  the  Province  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
and  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  great  appreciation  of  the 
support  rendered  by  those  organizations. 


The  personnel  of  those  who  may  be  termed  members  of  the  per¬ 
manent  staff  of  the  Law  Enforcement  Branch  has  remained  unchanged 
during  the  year  and  they  have  all  rendered  loyal  and  highly  satisfactory 
service. 

In  addition  to  these  employees  a  monthly  average  of  twenty- 
two  men  has  been  employed  in  conducting  investigations  in  various 
parts  of  the  Province. 

These  investigations  have  necessitated  the  travelling  of  80,000 
miles  by  train  and  200,000  miles  by  automobile. 

The  Board,  as  is  to  be  expected,  receives  quite  a  large  number 
of  complaints  which  require  investigation.  Many  of  these  cannot  be 
substantiated  when  investigation  is  made,  but  on  the  other  hand  the 
Board  is  indebted  to  many  citizens  who  have,  by  their  reports,  enabled 
action  to  be  taken  which  has  curtailed  materially  the  activities  of 
those  persons  who  have  no  respect  for  any  law  which  does  not  meet 
with  their  personal  approval. 

A  summary  of  charges  and  convictions  made  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Liquor  Control  Act  of  Alberta  during  1925,  and  also  a  summary 
of  convictions  for  drunkenness  under  other  statutes  compiled  from 
data  gathered  from  sources  available,  is  given  in  Appendix  11 F”  to 
this  report. 

Appendix  “G”  outlines  in  summary  form  the  activities  of  the 
Law  Enforcement  Branch. 


Finance 

To  enable  the  Board  to  pay  over  the  balance  of  the  profits  earned 
during  1924,  funds  sufficient  for  that  purpose  were  borrowed  from  the 
bank. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1925  the  Provincial  Treasurer 
intimated  to  the  Board  that  it  had  been  decided  to  capitalize  the 
business  to  the  extent  of  Five  Hundred  Thousand  dollars  ($500,000), 
and  that  this  amount  would  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board, 
interest  thereon  to  be  charged  at  5j%  per  annum. 
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This  slim  was  utilized  by  the  Board  to  reduce  its  indebtedness 
to  the  bank,  whose  advance  was  paid  off  in  its  entirety  in  March,  1925, 
since  which  date  the  Board  has  not  found  it  necessary  to  incur  additional 
borrowings. 

With  the  capital  advance  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  any  borrow¬ 
ings  from  its  bankers  are  of  a  temporary  nature  only  and  the  amounts 
so  borrowed  have  been  reduced  to  a  minimum. 


Prices  of  Spirits 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  reduction  in  the  duty  charged 
by  the  Dominion  Government  on  all  liquors  and  wines,  and  until 
such  a  reduction  is  forthcoming  there  can  be  very  little  hope  of  any 
material  lowering  of  the  present  retail  prices. 

For  the  year  1925  there  has  been  paid  to  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  by  the  Board  and  the  brewers  of  Alberta  over  Two  Million,  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty-eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,128,000),  repre¬ 
senting  Customs  and  Excise  duties  on  liquor  and  spirits,  taxes  on  beer, 
excise  on  malt  and  sales  tax  on  the  various  products  sold. 

In  the  consideration  of  price  it  is  necessary  to  analyze  the  various 
items  which  influence  the  price  at  which  sales  can  be  made  and  when 
this  is  done  it  will  be  found  that  the  amount  paid  to  the  Dominion 
Government  for  Customs  duty,  Excise  and  Sales  Tax  constitutes  a 
large  proportion  of  the  ultimate  selling  price,  as  the  following  examples 
will  show :

In  this  instance  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  Federal  Taxes  represent 
292.9%  on  the  prime  cost  of  the  rum  and  sales  tax  alone  is  44.7%  on  the 
prime  cost.

Federal  taxes  represent  206.5%  on  prime  cost- — duty  being  com¬ 
puted  on  the  same  basis  as  if  the  brandy  was  only  15  underproof,  this 
being  the  maximum  allowance  made  by  the  Federal  authorities.

Federal  Taxes  represent  184.9%  on  the  prime  cost  of  the  goods. 

Note.— Excise  tax  in  country  of  origin  is  not  paid  by  the  importer 
but  is  added  to  the  invoice  cost  of  the  goods  for  the  purpose  of 
computing  the  amount  of  sales  tax  payable. 

Staff 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  voicing  its  appreciation  of  the  con¬ 
tinued  loyalty  of  the  staff. 

As  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  keep  the  staff  at  the  numerical 
minimum  consistent  with  the  requirements  of  adequate  service,  occasions 
have  often  arisen  when  the  staff  have  been  called  upon  to  work  extra 
hours  without  additional  remuneration. 


General  Remarks 


Arrangements  were  made  late  in  1924  to  enable  permit-holders 
to  have  liquor  shipped  to  them  from  the  Government  Liquor  Ware¬ 
houses,  through  the  mails.  Since  the  inception  of  this  plan  2,391  ship¬ 
ments  have  been  made  at  a  net  cost  to  the  Board  of  $926.59. 

From  the  stores  and  warehouses  30,045  shipments  were  made  by 
express,  the  carrying  charges  on  which  amounted  to  $14,900.31.  These 
charges  were  defrayed  by  the  Board. 

During  the  year  1925  the  individual  sales  of  liquor  made  through 
the  Government  Liquor  Stores  and  Warehouses  totalled  639,191,  the 
average  amount  of  each  sale  being  approximately  $5.84. 

As  anticipated,  an  important  saving  was  effected  by  the  Board 
in  handling  within  its  own  organization  the  warehousing  and  clearances 
from  the  Customs  Bonds.  On  the  basis  of  fees  previously  paid  to  its 
brokers  the  saving  for  1925  amounted  to  $5,674.00,  but  as  the  arrange¬ 
ment  was  only  in  operation  for  nine  months  the  saving  will  probably 
show  an  increase  in  the  future. 


As  no  figures  are  available  to  show  the  retail  value  of  the  beer 
sold  through  licensees  the  following  comparison  is  calculated  on  a 
quantity  basis:

In  view  of  the  unstable  condition  of  the  foreign  exchange  market 
during  the  past  year  commitments  in  foreign  currencies,  especially  in 
French  francs,  required  careful  attention.  Settlements  were  effected 
at  rates  highly  favorable  to  the  Board. 

By  continuing  its  policy  of  buying  direct  from  distillers,  cash  and 
trade  discounts  and  allowances  amounting  to  $15,047.46  were  obtained 
by  the  Board.
